Declares He Went Into Manilo Battle 
With Death Staring Him in 
the Face.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—‘“*My father wae 
the only man who went into the battle of 
Manila Bay with the absolute certainty 
that death stared him in the face. He 
knew that if. he escaped the dangers to 
which all were exposed his health was 
such that he would never recover from the 
shock of battle. 

“And yet they offer the widow of such a 
man a pension of $30 a month! 
“It is shameful!” 

So proudly spoke ‘Miss Katherine Gridley, 
the eldest daughter of Capt. Charles Ver- 
non Gridiey, who commanded Dewey's flag- 
ship that May morning when they smashed 
Montojo’s fleet; who started home ‘“in- 
valided” afterward, who died on the way. A 
rich and grateful country pays his widow 
$30 a month pens'‘on. 

Miss Gridley has found honorable and 
useful occupation in this city, where she 
has been since Jast Monday. Miss Brown, 
the principal of a boarding school for 
young women, sent for Miss Gridley, who 
will act as her assistant in the business 
management of the school. Miss Gridiey 
will not teach in the school, although she 
has had some experience in kindergarten 
work. Miss Brown maintains a kindergar- 
ten and also receives day scho/ars. 

Miss Gridley lives in Erie, where her fa- 
ther’s ashes are buried. His health was 
such that the intense nervous strain and 
the severe physical activity of a sea fight 
were almost certain to be fatal to him, 
His younger daughter is in poor health, al- 
though she is not a confirmed invalid. | 
“We are very much averse to all this 
taik about us in the newspapers,” she said. 
“Of course, father belonged to the nation, 
and it is only fair to expect that. the pub- 
lic would be interested where he-is con- 
cerned, But mother and I are private per- 
sons.

day. The affair had a peculiar end ng of 
which Mr. Keller would like to have an 


understanding. 

He knocked one of the footpads down 
with his fist and laid the other out with a 
jab of his umbrelNa.° A third, man, who 
said he was a private watchman, took 
charge of the defeated footpads, permitted | 
one to.escape and told Mr. Kelier he would 
send the other to the City Dispensary and 
later notify Mr. Keller when and where 
to appear against the thugs. 

The Pol'ce Department has not made the 
matter public and there is no record, of 
the wounded footpads até either the City 
Dispensary or the City Mospital. 

-Mr. Keller related his experience to the 
Post-Dispatch Foiday morning He is tall 
and powerful, facts whiéh account for his 
success in the éncountem : 

“Il was on my way fo the Union Sta- 
tion last Saturday n ght,” said he. “As 
{ passed the alley on the,south side of Olive 
street,,just west of Twelfth street, two men 
grabbed me from behind. Their attack was 
so sudden that they had borne me into the 
alley before I could free myself. By mak- 
ing a great effort, I wren¢hed myseif free 
from them. I dealt one feilaw a biow fn the 
face which knocked him down. 

“I jabbed the other man in the abdomen 
with my umbreila. I put ali my strength 
and the full. we ght of my body behind the 
jab. I felt that the steel point of the um- 
brella pierced the man. He collapsed and 
feil. He lay on the ground, doubled up and 
motionless. 

“Just as the man whom I had knocked 
down witn my fist struggled to his feet a 
third man, who seemed to come out_of the 
alley, grabbed him. The two struggied 
briefly and my asrailant breke out of the 
other's grasp and ran down the alley. 

“The new-comer showed me a star. He 
said he was a private watchman. He took 
my name and said he would let me know 
when to appear against the men. 

“The man I had jabbed with the umbrella 
was still lying motionless on the ground. 
The man with the star said he would send 
that fellow to the City Dispensary. 

“A small crowd collected. I left the mat- 
ter in the hands of the supposed watch- 
man and hurried on to the station to catch 
my train. I heard nothing more of the 
matter Monday and decided to investigate. 

“I went to the mouth of the alley Mon- 
day evening and there found the i#@.an who 
said he was the watchman, I asked him if 
he was the watchman who took ecare of 
the wounded footpad and he said he was.

MINDANAO IS NOW OURS. 


Commander Very Assisted by Loyal 
Natives, Has Crushed Rebellion. 

MANILA, Dec. 1, 8:35 a. m.—The steamer 
Salvador from Zamboanga, Island of Min- 
danao, which has arrived here, brings de- 
tails of the occupation of the town by Com- 
mander Very of the United States gunboat 


Castine. The revolutionists in Mindanao 
were led by Alvarez and Calixto, who left 
Luzon some time ago, and for the last 
Seven months had been stirring up the 
people, winning a considerable following. 
The commercial depression, and the lack 
of food resulting from the island's biogk- 
ade set the people against the revolutiontsts 
and ‘culminated in the assassination, Nov. 
15, of Calixto, the real leader of the revolu- 
tion, by Midel, Mayor of Tetuan. 

Midel, under a pretext secured Calixto’s 
presence in Tetuan and the Mayor’s guards 
fired a volley, killing Calixto instantly. 
Midel at once repaired to the Castine and 
arranged with Commander Very for the 
occupation of Zamboanga, Commander 
Very asked that Datto Mandi, with 500 of 
his followers, stationed on a neighboring 
isjand, come to Zamboanga. 

The’ following morning Midel raised the 
American flag over Zamboanga, the insur- 
gents offering no resistance-eftd evacuating 
the town. The Castine wag saluted with 21 
guns and Commander Very landed a hun- 
dred blue jackets and took possession of the 
town and fortifications. 

Datto Mandi’s men arrived in the after- 
noon, They were armed with wooden 
— and swords and were used on/picket 
uty. ( 
Commander Very dispatched the gunboat 
Manila Nov. 15 to Jolo to convey troops to 
reinforce him. A company of the Twenty - 
third Regiment under Capt. Nichols, arrived 
Nov. 17 and two more companies followed 
shortly, Mandi’s followers then returned 
home,

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ASSAULT WAS NOT FELONIOUS. 


Mrs. Martin, Who Saw Andrew Wind 
Killed in an Elevator, Takes the 
Witness Stand. 


‘We the jury find that Andrew Wind 
came to his death as the result of injuries 
received in the elevator of the Fraternal 
building at Eleventh and Franklin ave- 
nue, on the morning of Nov. 30, 1899, but it 
is the opinion of the jury that the assault 
was not felonious. Verdict, homicide.”’ 


This was the remarkable verdict returned 
by the Coroner’s jury in the case of An- 
drew Wind, who was killed in an elevator 
in. the Fraternal building during a fight 
with Richard armon, engineer of the 
bujlding, early Thursday morning, If there 
wis no felonious assauit there was no hom- 
icide, hut the jury seems to have forgotten 
this fact, and Coroner Lloyd accepted the 
verdict. As the case now stands, Richard 
Harmon will be held pending a prejiminaty 
examination to determine whether he shajl 
be held for the grandjury on the charge of 
manslaughter. 

The Coroner’s Office was crowded when 
the inquest began Friday morning. The 
only development was the appearance of a 
woman who had not previously figured in 
the case, and whose testimony at the final 
trial may be important. She was Mrs. 
Elia Martin, and she says she was assist- 
ing W. H. Temme to attend bar in the 
building on the .night of the tragedy. Her 
name was mentioned by Temme and this 
led Coroner Lloyd to call her to the wit- 
ness stand. 

According to her testimony she was the 
only person who saw the beginning of the 
struggle between Harmon and Wind. She 
testified that after the controversy as to 
who should run the elevator, Wind and 
Harmon clinched and she went into the 
elevator and tried to separate them. In 
some way she was pushed out of the ele. 
vator just as it started up the shaft. She 
saw Harmon push Wind, who fell between 
the elevator and the shaft and was crushed. 
Mrs. Martin wept bitterly while giving this 
testimony. 

Other witnesses 
with the facts stated 
Post-Dispatch. 

All the testimony went to show that 
while both men were peaceable, there had 
been frequent conflicts between Harmon, 
the engineer, and Burkhardt, the janitor, 
and Wind's. brother-.n-law, during the last 

‘ear, though previous to Thursday morning 
they had never come to blows. 

Patrolman P. J. Stelle, Mr. and Mrs. 
Burkhardt, George C. Newman, and L. 
H. Staley, testified that while awaiting an 
ambulance, Wind made an ante-mortem 
statement that if he died, Harmon would be 
responsible. The testimony of Private 
Watchman William R. Bracking, who was 
the first officer to reach the scene, was 
significant. He said that when he found 
Harmon .in the basement thefe were no 
marks on his face. When Harmon ap- 
peared before the Coroner's jury Friday his 
face was covered with scratches.

cases, were the real heretics. “Wise men,’ 
sa.d the professor, ‘hold fast to the past, 
so far as it is good, and look to the future 
for new truths.” Concerning these new 
truths, the speaker said that in themselves 
they were disturbing and embarrassing un- 
til assimilated, and that in searching them 
out the whole aim should be to lead men 
to God. It was a pathetic sight, he said, 
to see a’ man searching and grop.ng in 
archeology for signs of God when the 
growth of righteousness, the slow organ- 
ization of society, and the growing sense of 
man's responsibility to man were evidences 
enough that God is in the world. 

Prof. Bowne pleaded for a broader view 
of religion, asserting that religion is not 
a mere doing of this or that, but a prin- 
c.ple of all doing. The trend of his ar- 
gument was that doctrine does not 
change; that only man’s conception of 
doctrine changed and that after nearly 
2000 years the church still believed in God 
as the Father Almighty. 

“Ethics of Church Membership” was 
discussed by Rev. Thomas H. Armstrong, 
M. A., of East Palestine, O., and Mr. 
Handford Crawford of Sst. Louis. *) Mr. 
Crawford’s remarks, in which he outlined 
the duties of members to the church and 
the chureh to its members, were well re- 
ceived. While not making a plea for 
dancing and theater-going, these acts were 
condoned by Mr. rawford because of 
many evidences that people could do these 
things, so far as we are able to see, and 
yet be good Christian and fruitful in good 
works. On the part of the church, Mr. 
Crwaford held ¢hat it had a right to de- 
mand that its members had but one code 
of morals and to be personal centers for 
good influences, and that this Influence 
should be manifested, not one day, but 
seven days a week. He believed that the 
churches should be kept open every day. 
“The church with its constantly open 
door,”” said the speaker, “may be a dream 
of the present, but it will certainly be a 
reality in the future. 

At the afternoon session, ‘‘Religion and 
Righteousness’’ was discussed Rev. 
George Elliott, D, D., of Pottsville, Pa., 
and Prof. R. 8. Copeland, M. D., of Ann 
Arbor, Mich. 

The congress adjourned Friday afternoon, 
after having been in session five days, at- 
tended by .some of the most eminent divines 
in the religious world. the congress 
possessed no executive. authority, nothing 
was done except to openly discuss ques- 
tions affecting Christian progress of to- 
day. Judged from the manner in which 
defenses of higher criticism were received 
by the delegates, advanced thinkers. will 
not be so readily denounced, in future as 
heretics.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The foreign pol- 
icy of Secretary Hay, which included th@ 
maintenance of “‘open doors” in all the 
Chinese ports held by European powers, 
is imperiled, .The crisis WRSs precipitated 
when the United States demanded written 
guarantees from powers ot er than Great 
Britain pledging Americans “equal trade ad- 
vantages with their own citizens in Chinese 


spheres of influence. 

These powers have practically determined 
to answer the request for assurances with 
this counter proposition: “If we give thete 
assurances will there also be an open door 
in the Philippines?’’ 

On an affirmative answer to this question 
are said to depend some if not all of the 
desired assurances from the European pow- 
ers. This has placed the Administration 
in a quandary, because assurances of an 
open door policy in the Philippines cannot 
be given at the present time. 

The commission, in vestigating the 
tariff question, conclude@ that when the 
islands are brought und the civil. power 
of the United States, internal revenue and 
customs laws must be applied tothem. Un- 
der the constitutional provision that ‘‘all 
duties, imposts and excises shall be uni- 
form throughout the United States,” the 
commission found it would be impossible to 
prevent the extension of the tariff laws to 
the Philippines, Porto Rico and Hawaii. ° 

The open door policy cannot be applied 
except during military occupation and pure- 
ly aS a war measure. If military rule in 
the Philippines is continued indefinitely, or 
if a protectorate is established, a tariff 
exclusive to the islands and against the 
United States, as well as Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Russia, could be 
applied, but not otherwise. 

Under the terms of the treaty of peace, 
Spain is entitled to the same rates given 
to the United States in the Philippines for 
the period of 10 years. If ‘the tariff laws 
are applied to the islands, as lawyers in 
Congress believe inevitable, goods from 
San Francisco and Madrid would be free 
at Manila, while shipments from Liver- 

ool, Paris, Berlin or St. Petersburg would 

ave to pay duty. This would be a pref- 
erence for the United States and Spain, 
and an open door would manifestly be im- 
possible.

Mattox killed the town marshal of Sou:h 
Oklahoma City, when, he was 19 vears old. 
12 years ago. He escaped punishment on 
the plea of self defense. 

On Dec. 12, the same vear, Mattox mur- 
dered a colored man. Mattox was found 
guilty and sentenced to be hanged, but.

The Rey. Dr. George Elliott read a paper before the Meth- 
odist Congress containing statements which if true are cal- 
culated to raise blisters on some consciences. 

“Our Napoleons of finance are legalized brigands in “whose 
trails are hosts of plundered weaklings,” said Dr. Elliott. 
“Great corporations become unblushing violators of both di- 
vine and human law. Railroads give rebates to favored 
trusts and the officials escape the Penitentiary by charging 
them to false accounts. Nearly all the large contfacts in- 
volve bribes, ‘rake-off’ and other forms of blackmail. Time 
is- wanting to tell the sickening story of evasions, subter- 
fuges, adulterations and lying which, make up a large part of 
so-called business.”’ 

It is hardly fair to implicate the entire body of business 
men in such an indictment. That there are abuses in pusi- 
ness, due to avarice and ambition, is well known. / But 
avarice and ambition are not modern vices. Men have 
always been greedy and eager to get on, and sometimes 
they have transgressed the law in their haste to get rich. 

The real corruption is developed in the’ relation of private 
interests with*the state. Whenever there is profit to be made 
out of public work the teniptation to lie, bribe and steal is 
often too strong for the average man to resist, and it has 
come to pass that many men ptead necessity as excuse or 
justification. They must do wrong or go out of business; 
which, of course, is no excuse at all. 

In this respect business is corrupt. But there is no reason 
to believe that in private transactions the sense of honor is
